The Sierra Madre Chapter 
of the American Red Cross 
may be forced to close its 
office if more revenue isn’t 
quickly raised, Mrs. Florence 
Peterson, local secretary, 
warned this week. 

She pointed out that only 
$4,520 of the chapter’s $7,144 
budget has been raised, and 
42 per cent of the former 
amount must go to national 
headquarters. 

THUS THERE will not be 
enough money left to pay 
Mrs. Peterson’s minimum 
salary and the $55 a month 
rent for the office on South 
Baldwin. 

In addition, the Red Cross 
will be hard pressed to con¬ 
tinue its local program which 
includes water safety lessons, 
first aid and home nursing 
instructions, financial aid to 
disabled veterans and their 
families, and the blood bank, 
among others.

spends only one per cent of

"XNSWER—Bed wetting 
(enuresis) presents a prob¬ 
lem to child, parent and 
physician. It may be of no 
clinical significance or an 
indication of serious under¬ 
lying dsease. 

The causes of enuresis may 
be psychic, medical or me¬ 
chanical. Psychic enuresis 
may result Prom immaturity, 
a desire for attention, spite- 
fulness, etc. Medical enure¬ 
sis may be caused by any 
acute or chronic infection, 
metabolic disease, such as 
diabetes, etc. Mechanical 
enuresis could result from 
any developmental abnor- 
malty of the urinary tract 
which produces obstruction, 
statis (stagnation) or chron¬ 
ic regional irritability. 

A careful urologic exam¬ 
ination, includng intrave¬ 
nous pyelograms (X-rays of 
the renal tract), can rule out 
medical and organic disease 
and permit a rational solu¬ 
tion of the problem by child 
and parent, without a lurk¬ 
ing sense of medical neglect. 

Q. —What is the average 
age for the start of the 
menopause? Do many wom¬ 
en develop menopausal i 
symptoms at the age of 30? { 
—S.M. I 

A.—Average age for onset | 
of the menopause is approxi- I 
mately 47 years; 25 per cent S 
of women, however, will I 
reach the menopause from 1

25 per cent will not undergo E 
menopause until they are t 
past 50 years of age. y 

As a general rule, women S 
who do not begin menstrual- I 
ing until late in their teens S 
tend to have an earlier B 
menopause than those who p 
begin to menstruate at 11-13 S 
years of age. & 

It is extremely rare for B 
menopausal symptoms to de- S 
velop at the age of 30, and & 
seldom before the mid-40s. ® 


Many symptoms in the 30s 
and early 40s are erroneous¬ 
ly attributed to the meno¬ 
pause. 

Q.—Is low blood pressure 
harmful?—U.C. 

A.—No, it really is a de¬ 
sirable condition, unless it 
is extremely low due to 
shock or injury, If this is the 
case, then it may be restored 
to normal quickly by the ad¬ 
ministration of blood and 
other means.

Three characteristics of geraniums and pelargoniums 
make them the ideal selection for container gardening: a 
long blooming season, attractive year-round foilage and a 
wide range of available colors. 

Although geraniums have long been used with great 
success in borders and foun¬ 
dation plantings, the Califor¬ 
nia Asoeiation of Nursery¬ 
men asks home gardeners to 
consider this lesser - known, 
but quite advantageous 
landscape use. 

In the mild winter areas of 
California, geraniums are 
found in bloom practically 
all year long. In areas with 
colder winters, geraniums 
still bloom longer than most 
other flowering plants. Since 
one of the purposes of grow¬ 
ing plants in containers is 
to bring beauty closer to out¬ 
door and indoor living areas, 
this nearly everblooming 
feature makes geraniums 
good container subjects. 

UNLIKE MANY blooming 
beauties, geraniums are 
lovely even during the short 
time when they are flower¬ 
less. That is because the 
leaves, available in a wide 
range of shapes and with 
many variegated forms, are 
so very good looking. So at¬ 
tractive are the leaves of the 
pelargonium family that 
many gardeners have turned 
to the non - flowering Ivy 
Geranium for ground cover, 
for trailing over fences or 
from hanging pots and for 
training up posts or tree 
trunks. 

The immense color range 
of flowering geraniums in¬ 
cludes pale shades, such as 
salmon, apricot and orchid, 
bright reds and oranges and 
deep reds and purples. This 
tremendous variety enables 
gardeners to select the exact 
shade that will do the most 
for the type of container and 
the site they have chosen. 

Selecting several shades of 
blending or contrasting hues 
is a simple matter. 

Home gardeners will find 
a large selection of the two 
major blooming geranium 
species. Zonal Geraniums 
and Lady Washington Gera¬ 
niums, at local nurseries 
throughout California. Nur¬ 
series also stock many at¬ 
tractive containers. 

When selecting geraniums 
the container plants, the 
home gardener should not 
overlook Scented Geraniums. 

Many of these have attrac¬ 
tive flowers, but the main 
attraction is the odor of the 
leaves. Many varieties may 
be found which are either 
sweet - scented, aromatic or 
pungent.

a sense of security, but that 
Board members have defi¬ 
nite responsibilities. 

3. That Sierra Madre is 
now about average so far as 
salaries are concerned and 
that, if elected, he would ex¬ 
amine the amount of money 
available and consider the 
question of salaries care¬ 
fully. 

4. A program for gifted 
children should be estab¬ 
lished, if possible. 

A graduate of George 
Wahington University and a 
civil engineer, Albertson is 
the father of four children. 
He lives at 161 Colony. 

BARRETT, the incumbent, 
also stressed the need for 
cooperation. He said: 

"The School Board must 
work harmoniously with 
everyone to get the best 
possible school system. 
The community must be 
aware of the needs of the 
school; the Board must be 
awake. 

"We have the potential 
in Sierra Madre to develop 
a superior school system if 
we all work together to 
achieve it." 

Answering the list of ques¬ 
tions, he said: 

1. Promotion from the 
ranks is desirable, other 
things being equal. 

2. Supports the tenure sys¬ 
tem. 

3. Believes teachers should 
be paid the best salaries 
possible, but pointed out 
that this is a community 
problem and can bo finally 
answered only by the tax¬ 
payers who support the 
schools. 

4. Teachers should not be 
prohibited from teaching 
controversial subjects, and if 
they are taught fairly the 
democratic ideal will shine 
through. 

A member of the School 
Board for the past two years, 
Barrett is an attorney with 
offices in Pasadena. He has 
served on the Community 
Chest and, In fact, helped 
found it here, and was a 
member of the Kiwanis Club 
and Chamber of Commerce. 

The Barretts, who live at 
425 N. Canon, have two chil¬ 
dren in Sierra Madre schools 
and one in the Pasadena 
system.
